The Court Renders a Decision Favor- 
able to All the Governor's Points. 



Denver, CoL, March 27.— Gov. Waite 
is of the opinion that not all the judici- 
ary is under control of the money 
power. This sentiment from the chief 
executive was uttered Monday upon 
hearing that Judge Glynn, of the dis- 
trict court, had rendered a decision 



side of the city hall controversy. The 
court held that Baruua sua Mullius are 
entitled to their respective offices of 
fire and excise commissioner, Bnd dis- 
missed both the contempt proceedings 
and the injunction issued from another 
division of the district court 
C Referring to the calling out of the 
militia, the opinion declares that the 
governor clearly infringed upon the 
prerogative of the judiciary, as did all 
who aided and abetted him in so doing, 
but added: "If, however, he judged 
that tho men who were in possession ot 
the city hall were in a state of insur- 
rection, while he may have made a 
mistake in his diagnosis of the existing 
conditions, for such a mistake of judg- 
ment he is amenable to the people and 
not to the courte. " 

Of the conduct of the old board in 
their defense of the city hall, the court 
said: "If the governor did wrong in 
calling out the militia, what should be 
ssld of those officers of the law who, 
in this court, testified that after they 
had secured an injunction, and before 
the malitin was called out, they had 
garrisoned the city hall with platoons 
of armed men, had stored dynnmite on 
the upper flour, and under pretext of 
preserving the peace, prepared to scat- 
ter death and destruction in a manner 
fearful to contemplate? The action of 
these men should receive the severest 
condemnation of all good citizens" 

The court quoted several cases to 
show that Martiu and Orr had neither 
de facto nor de jure right to the office, 
and declares that they are now usurp- 
ers They have the right to ask the 
courts to review the action of the gov- 
ernor, but no right to hold these offices 
pending a decision. 

The decision closed with the ex- 
pression: "He who seeks equity must 
do equity." 

While Judge Glynn was reading his 
decision he was several times inter- 
rupted by applause. 

After this decision the new board or- 
ganized and made a formal demand up- 
on Martin and Orr for the office. As 
the office was guarded by six patrole- 
men the new board concluded not to 
use force, and repaired to the mayor's 
office, where they called for Lieute. 
Clay and Bohanna to recognize their 
authority. This being refused the two 
men were dismissed snd other lieuten- 
ant* appointed John J. Farley, for- 
merly chief of police, was given that 
position, and during the day, at the 
county courthouse, he swore in a force 
of patrolmen.
